SSC COLLEGE COUNCIL QUESTIONS 
NSCRIPT ACCEPT

Should the state colleges trust 
the competence of junior college 
instructors when they accept a 
junior college transcript and give 
the transfer student full credit 
for the classes he has taken? 

This question was brought up 
at a special meeting of the SSC 
College Council on Tuesday, 
April 18, 

The question arose during a 
discussion proposing a revision 
in, Title 5 of the Constitution of 
the Calivsornia State Colleges, 
Title 5 outlines the general ed- 
ucation requirements required 
for graduation at the various C.l- 
ifornia State Colleges, 

However, not all of the State 
Colleges in the California system 
of higher education have the same 
requirements for graduation, 
For example, SSC requires at 
least one course in mathematics 
for completion of its general 
education requirements, Some 


colleges do not. Also, some col- 
leges within the system require 
a foreign language for completion 
of general education require- 
ments, Others do not. 

When a student transfers from 
a two-year institution, should he 
have "General Education Re- 
quirements Completed" stamped 
on his transcript by that two-year 
college? Or should each state 
college be allowed to determine 
for itself whether or not the 
Student has met the general edu- 
cation requirements for that par- 
ticular college? 

It was suggested last year 
by the California State Colleges 
Academic Senate that the state 
colleges and junior colleges thr- 
oughout the state try and work out 
a compromise or solution to this 
problem. However, travel arran- 
gements could not be made for 
such a body to meet in a central 
area and no meetings were held, 


Joseph A, McGowan, SSC pro- 
fessor of history, who serves on 
the Lxecutive Committee of the 
General Education Comiittee of 
the statewide Academic Senate 
which met in Sacramento last 
week, urged the SSC College 
Council make recommendations 
to the Academic Senate on the 
issue of general education re- 
quirements, 


Barbara A, Chariton, science 
reference librarian, suggested 
the state colleges give the junior 
college transfers atry"'on faith" 
(assuming that the general educa- 
tion requirements they have com- 
pleted are comparable to those 
required by the state colleges) 
then if they don't meet up to the 
expectations of the college, they 
could be "washed out", It would 
be a "justification of our own 
academic standards," Mre 
Charlton stated

John, Egan, professor of jour- 
nalism, questioned whether or not 
the state colleges should give 
away their powers of selection, 
in accepting junior college trans- 
cripts, pre-stamped that the gen- 
eral education requrements have 
been completed, He further asked 
"are we going to... fail more 
Students at the upper division 
level for not having screened the 
junior college transfers more 
thoroughly upon entrance into 
our college ?"' 


The question which remained 
unanswered during the meeting of 
the College Council was as to 
whether the general education re- 
quirements should be stated in 
terms of goals and objectives or 
in terms of specific courses re- 
quired.

Senate will be held on May 22,

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Park Management C Class Opens Museum 
Dedicated to Sacramento History Study 


A museum for Sacramento 
history, which began as a class 
project last semester in Park 
Management 103 (park museums 
and exhibits), became a reality 
last Weanesday when dedication 
ceremonies were held in its first 
home in Pioneer Hall on Seventh 
Street, 

The new Sacramento City and 
County Museum was completely 
planned, organized and con- 
structed by students from SSC 
under the direction of V, Aubrey 
Neasham, professor and curricu- 
lum supervisor in the department 
of Park Management, 

According to Neasham, the 
whole idea for the museum was 
born when he and many other 
interested persons became aware 
of the fact that the state capital 
had no museum dedicated to the 
entire history and folklore of 
the city and county, When this 
problem was laid before the park 
management class, the plan to 
construct such a place began to 
emerge, 


“The work on the museum 
began as a sort of lab situation,” 
said Neasham, The building, 
called Pioneer Hall, was ori- 
ginally built in 1868 by the Sac- 
ramento Society of California 
Pioneers, and in 1966 was made 
available to the City and County 
of Sacramento for use as a mu-

seum to tell the story of the 
area. 

According to Neasham, the 99 
year old building was in consid- 
erable need of repair, The work 
was done by not only the park 
management class, but also sev- 
eral students from other depart- 
ments such as history and social 
sciences. 

‘Many of these students con- 
tinued working on the project 
even after the fall semester had 
ended,”’ the professor continued, 

Neasham explained that out- 
side help was essential to the 
successful completion of the 
project, Pictures and artifacts 
were donated by some 31 dif- 
ferent local businesses, indust- 
ries, clubs and governmental 
agencies, 

But Neasham stated that all 
the real work and accomplish- 
ment ‘‘couldn’t have been done 
without the students.”’ 

When the California State Leg- 
islature was informed of the 
planned museum, it passed a 
lengthy resolution which states, 
among other things, that the 
“dedication of this museum rep- 
resents Sacramento’s need to 
express and interpret the role 
played in the historic develop- 
ment of California,”’ 

The museum exhibits, located 
on the seond story of Pioneer 

Hall, are arranged in chrono-

logical order to ‘‘show important 
themes in the history of the Sac- 
ramento area.”” Among some of 
the exhibits are artifacts and pic- 
tures of local Indians, the first 
settlers, the gold rush and the 
Story of the city and county, 
There are photographs and his- 
tories of freighting, shipping 
raliroads and express line in- 
dustries and the story of the 
early newspapers. The pedestal 
which once held the gold ball 
atop the capital building is dis- 
played along with cultural arti- 
iacts of the period, a scale model 
of Old Sacramento and a pictoral 
story of modern Sacramento, 

One of the big opening attrac- 
tions is the display of the gold 
spike, silver hammer and silver 
plated shovel which were fea- 
tured in the famous 1869 cere- 
monies held when the Central 
Pacific and the Union Pacific 
railroads were joined at Prom- 
ontory, Utah. These relics, how- 
ever, are only on loan and will 
be returned to the Stanford Uni- 
versity Museum at noon today, 

Thre present building which 
houses the museum is only a 
temporary residence, according 
to Neasham, ‘‘We hope to have 
a larger site within 10 years,” 
he said, 

A brochure printed by the Sac- 
ramento Historic Landmarks 
Commission states that the mu- 
seum will ‘‘eventually occupy 
permanent quarters in Old Sac- 
ramento,”” The publication says 
that ‘‘one proposal recommends 
reconstruction of the first City 
Hall and Water Works Building 
for this purpose.’ The recon- 
strucfion of this building would 
take place at Front and I Streets 
in the State Park portion of the 
Old Sacramento project, 

Pioneer Hal! is located at 
1009 Seventh Street. The museum 
is open from 10 am to 4 pm week- 
days. 

‘*There has been a big turn- 
out of visitors so far,’? Neasham 
said, He concluded by stating his 
belief that the important work 
done for this area will promote 
an image which ‘‘will do SSC 
students nothing but good in the 
eyes of the community.”’

California’s Education 


(Editor’s Note: this is the 
second in a_ three part 
series interview with Gov- 
ernor Ronald Reagan.

College Student Union club, 
As education was the theme 
of the inverview, the sub- 

ject matter in this second 
part deaii with questions 
vt general interest, from 
Junior college education 
to student loan funds. 


QUESTION: How do you see 
the future of the junior col- 
lege in the role of higher 
education? 

ANSWER; I think the role of the 
junior college is vital as 
long as our state college and 
university system has re- 
stricted itself, onan academic 
basis, to a certain top per- 
centage, I think we have to 
recognize that there are many 
students who, for whatever 
reason, whether they just 
haven’t found themselves or 
whether they’ve let interests 
cominate, don’t technically 
meet those requirements; and 
unless there is some provi- 
sion, such as by way of the 
junior college, it would be 
ridiculous, with all that po- 
tential talent, to deny them 
the opportunity for a higher 
education on this basis, I think 
the greatest example, that will 

save a lot of words on that, 

is, on the basis of his high 
school grades, Werner von 

Braun (head of our manned 

space program) would be in-

eligible to go to one of our 
colleges or universities, That 
would be quite a loss to the 
world if that had happened, 

QUESTION: You proposed tui- 
tion for the state colleges 
and universities, yet the jun- 
ior colleges also are subsi- 
dized by the state, Do you 
foresee tuition for junior col- 
leges? 

ANSWER: I don’t know if, in 
the future, anything like that 
would ever be suggested, It 
was certainly not part of our 
suggestion now, The real 
problem was the financing at 
the quality and level they’re 
trying to maintain at the col- 
leges and universities; plus 
the fact that, I would think, 
someday, if this ever did come 
about, I can see where there 
would be no reason for it, 
but, on the other hand, this 
would be up to the local school 
districts, There is a philo- 
sophical consideration, and 
that is whether you believe 
in the value of the student 
himself accepting some res- 
ponsibility for proceding be- 
yond the compulsory educa- 
tion level. You know, below 
ihat level you couldn’t charge 
tuition because it is compul- 
sory, You can’t force some- 
one by law to go to school 





and then make him pay for 
it, At the moment there does 
not seem to be any need t 
get into this in regard to the 
junior college, 

QUESTION: So at present, as 
you see it, there will be no 
tuition at the junior college? 

ANSWER: No, we’ve made no 
suggestion about that, And 
also, I might point out, too, the 
junior college level is the one 
that offers the greatest on 
portunity for those students 
that you would then have to 
turn around and help anyway 
— those students who, finan- 
cially, are not able to pack 
up and go away to college, 

QUESTION; Well, I work for 
the Division of Forestry every 
summer for the state, and I 
just wonder if you’re going 
to stop the hiring freeze so 
that I can go to work, 

ANSWER: We’ll have to look 
into that because we don’t want 
to work any hardship, But we 
start from this angle, First 
of all, there was a real need, 
Now, let’s go on the philo- 
sophy of taxation, Good tax 
policy is, wherever possible, 
to assess the charge for a 
service directly against the 
service, or at least a part 
of it, Obviously, we were talk- 
ing a small part, We were 
talking ten percent or less 
of what it actually costs to 
educate a student, But, for 
example, the gasoline tax, 
gives us an approach to this, 
You pay a gasoline tax; the 
gasoline tax is used to build 
the highways, for nothing else. 
You drive on the highways, 
and you can, as a citizen, see 
are you satisfied that you’re 
getting your money’s worth 
and that the charge is right? 
But, anyway, on a tax policy, 
this made sense, The other 
thing is that at the state col- 
lege and university level, 
there is no provision for tak- 
ing students into the public 
institutions because they are 
unable to finance going to an 
independent college or univer - 
sity, They are taken in com- 
pletely on the scholastic at- 
tainment level, with noregard 
for their means, Thus, the 
working man and woman, out 
on the street, is subsidizing 
a great many young people 
in college and university who 
are from families who could 
very well afford to finance 
their own education, An hey 
are simply going to a state 
university, not because of 
need, not because they can’t 
afford to go to one of these 
other schools, but because 
in many instances we are 
providing a better education at 
the state colleges and univer~- 
sity, Now, you’re providing 
a premium education, at no 
charge at all, and no restric- 
tion on whether someone is 
worth a million dollars in 
going there, And then we come 
to the student himself and the 
philosophy involved, I think 
there is something wrong with 
building up a whole idea, 
throughout a certain period 
of your life, that there is an 
obligation on the part of soc- 
iety or the public to deliver 
a great many things, if not 
everything, free, And then we 
hand you a diploma and sud- 
denly it’s like a cold shower. 
We say, ‘Now that’s the end 
of the free line, you’re on 
your own, go out and work 
and earn everything you want,’ 
What’s wrong, in your devel- 
opment, with having to ac- 
cept some responsibility? Just 
like at home, when an allow- 
ance started, and your father 
said to you, ‘But for this, 
you mow the lawn,’ This is 
a part of accepting respon- 


sibility, The other tl 
that, remember, and t!
